stepping up visibility 
to cut down on

When you head downtown to 
the bar this summer, you might 
notice a few extra people there: 
police. 

Halifax Regional Police are 
revamping their Downtown 
Safety Strategy in an effort to 
reduce alcohol-related crimes 
in the core. 

The strategy, which started 
last weekend and runs until Oc¬ 
tober, will have targeted police 
patrols in the bar region from 
midnight to 5 a.m. Thursday to 
Saturday. Sundays will also be 
included on long weekends. 

An HRP press release put 
out Wednesday stated that the 
majority of assaults on Peninsu¬ 
lar Halifax occur in the down¬ 
town bar district on weekends 
in the early-morning hours. 

“The message we want out 
is that this type of behaviour 
— fighting and being really 
(drunk) in public — is not go¬ 
ing to be accepted,” said Const. 
Brian Palmeter. 

Officers on the downtown 
beat will wear traffic vests so

they are more visible and can 
be more engaged with the pub¬ 
lic. They wifi also walk through 
bars to look for individuals who 
have had too much to drink. 

According to the strategy, 
police will request that those 
involved in violent incidents be 
added to the Patron Account¬ 
ability Safety and Service (PASS) 
program list so they are barred 
from all participating venues. 

More public-disturbance 
charges will be laid for fight¬ 
ing and released individuals 
charged with a violent offence 
will now be under more strict 
conditions. 

“We want downtown to 
be safe for everyone to enjoy. 
People going downtown and 
getting into fights affects the 
people’s view of our downtown 
and it’s got to stop,” said Pal¬ 
meter.

Halifax Water 
wants expanded 
biomass facility 

The idea of burning human 
waste to power your home 
may not appeal to most, 
but that’s exactly what the 
Halifax Regional Water Com¬ 
mission has plans to do. 

In a report coming for 
the municipality’s environ¬ 
ment standing committee 
on Thursday, Halifax Water 
outlines its plans to expand 
the biosolids processing plant 
near the Halifax Stanfield 
International Airport to 
generate energy. 

According to the commis¬ 
sion’s plans, 80 per cent of 
that energy would be sold to 
Nova Scotia Power Inc. under 
the province’s Community 
Feed-In Tariff (COMFIT) pro¬ 
gram. The remaining 20 per 
cent would be used to power 
the facility. 

James Campbell, a spokes¬ 
man for the water commis¬ 
sion, said the project is still 
two or three years from 


getting going. “What we’re 
looking to do is actually use 
the biosolids, mix it with 
biomass, for example waste 
wood, to generate heat and 
electricity,” said Campbell on 
Wednesday. “It’s all subject to 
approval... it’s all prelimin¬ 
ary at this point.” 

According to the staff 
report, the expansion would 
increase the amount of 
biosolids processed at the 
facility from 30,000 tonnes 
per year to 120,000 tonnes 
per year. The increase would 
include about 45,500 tonnes 
of biosolids. 

The plan still requires 
approval from the province’s 
Utility and Review Board, as 
well as the board of Halifax 
Water. Campbell explained 
that the plan was coming 
before the municipality be¬ 
cause the application is made 
under the municipal stream 
of COMFIT projects. An appli¬ 
cation for COMFIT eligibility 
has already been filed with 
the province, Campbell said. 
If approved, the commission 
could sell the energy at a rate 
of $0,175 per kilowatt hour.

Dismemberment case. 

Investigators won’t 
reveal content of 
messages found in 
body-parts packages, 
citing copycat fears 


Police have revealed that body 
parts mailed to Vancouver 
schools were accompanied 
by notes — although they 
wouldn’t elaborate on their 
content Wednesday 

Montreal police confirmed 
they had taken over an in¬ 
vestigation into the packages 
mailed to British Columbia, 
thought to be linked to a dis¬ 
memberment case that has at¬ 
tracted international attention. 

Two hands, two feet and 
a torso have turned up in 
different cities over the last 
week. Montreal police said 
they are working to find the 


missing head. 

The suspected killer, former 
pom actor and prostitute Luka 
Rocco Magnotta, is in a Ger¬ 
man prison awaiting extradi¬ 
tion back to Canada. 

Police said the packages 
sent to Vancouver were accom¬ 
panied by messages, as were 
packages received in Ottawa 
last week. 

“There are some notes from 
the beginning, from the first 
package that we found in Ot¬ 
tawa,” said Montreal police 
Cmdr. Ian Lafreniere. 

“What was written on the 
notes, we kept that for our¬ 
selves.” 

He said police would be se¬ 
lective about the information 
they released because they 
didn’t want to encourage any 
copycats. 

Meanwhile, the parts from 
a still-unidentified victim 
were being transported by 
Vancouver police back to the 
city from which they were 


mailed — Montreal. 

Police were seeking to con¬ 
firm the identity of the victim. 
They were also working to 
determine whether Magnotta 
had any personal connection 
to Vancouver. 

Also on Wednesday, for a 
moment there was frenzied 
speculation that yet another 
human limb had been discov¬ 
ered in Montreal. 

A passerby noticed what 
looked like a severed human 
foot sitting by a sidewalk in 
Montreal’s west end, near 
the neighbourhood where 
Magnotta is accused of killing 
and dismembering a victim, 
Jun Lin. 

Montreal police originally 
confirmed that the limb was 
human, but quickly corrected 
themselves when it turned out 
to be a rubber limb. 

Police said the incident 
might warrant a criminal mis¬ 
chief charge.

Academics fret about federal cuts to Fisheries 


Scientific projects such as the 
development of disease-re¬ 
sistant salmon in New Bruns¬ 
wick and an examination of 
how climate change is affect¬ 
ing Ontario lakes could die 
on the vine because of cuts to 
the federal Fisheries Depart¬ 
ment, university researchers 
say. 

The department is bracing 
for a $79.3-million decrease 
in funding over the next 
three years as part of Ot¬ 
tawa’s cost-cutting measures. 


Officials have said research 
will still be done, though it 
will be refocused on what it 
says are areas that directly 
support conservation and 
fisheries management. 

Federal scientists losing 
their positions say they aren’t 
permitted to publicly discuss 
the cuts, but their colleagues 
in academia say valuable 
knowledge could be lost. 

“These scientists have an 
incredible number of years 
of experience working on a 


particular topic,” says Eliza¬ 
beth Boulding, a molecular 
ecologist at the University of 
Guelph. 

“When I go in there with a 
project, we can get a lot more 
done in three or four years 
than we could possibly do 
without their assistance.” 

Boulding cites as an ex¬ 
ample her work with Brian 
Glebe, a biologist at the fed¬ 
eral research centre in St. 
Andrews, N.B., whose pos¬ 
ition will be cut following 


a program review last year. 
For seven years, they have 
worked to identify genes in 
salmon that resist infectious 
salmon anemia, a virus that 
can kill up to 90 per cent of 
the salmon it infects. 

Dave Gillis, director gen¬ 
eral of the ecosystem science 
directorate at the Fisheries 
Department, said the deci¬ 
sion to cut Glebe’s position 
and other more recent budget 
reductions came after careful 
review, the Canadian press

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Carnage. Blood, bodies 
litter Kandahar market 
after suicide attack 


Three suicide attackers blew 
themselves up in the largest 
city in southern Afghanistan 
Wednesday, turning a dusty 
marketplace into a gruesome 
scene of blood and bodies. 

Twenty-two people were 
killed and at least 50 others 
wounded in the Kandahar 
bloodbath. 

Taliban spokesperson Qari 
Yousef Ahmadi claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the attack in 
Kandahar, the spiritual birth¬ 
place of the insurgency. 

Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai condemned the attack 
on innocent civilians. 

He said it proved the 
“enemy is getting weaker 


because they are killing inno¬ 
cent people.” 

The explosion occurred 
about five kilometres from 
the main gate of the mas¬ 
sive military installation run 
by the U.S.-led coalition and 
roughly 500 metres from an 
Afghan military base. 

In the east, Afghan offi¬ 
cials and residents said a pre¬ 
dawn NATO airstrilce target¬ 
ing militants killed civilians 
celebrating a wedding, in¬ 
cluding women and children. 

But NATO said it had no re¬ 
ports of civilians being killed 
in the overnight raid to cap¬ 
ture a local Taliban leader.

Taliban bribing students 
to poison girls: Report 

Government claim. 

Females paid $1,000 
to sneak toxic 
chemicals into school 
drinking water; many 
left sickened 


The Afghan government ac¬ 
cused the Taliban Wednesday 
of poisoning schoolgirls. 

Taliban members were 
accused of bribing students 
and workers to sneak toxic 
chemicals into drinking water 
or spread it around school 
grounds, sickening scores. 

In two cases, female stu¬ 
dents were said to have been 
paid almost $1,000 to con¬ 
taminate water tanks at their 
schools with toxic powder. 

Fifteen suspects have been 
arrested, officials said. 

Government officials said 
six schools were affected in 
northern Talchar province in 
the past three weeks. 

Although they did not give 
a total number of girls who 
got sick, they said one school 
alone had 125 cases. 



President Hamid Karzai 
called for an investigation. 

When the Taliban ruled Af¬ 
ghanistan, girls were banned 
from going to school. 

After their 2001 ouster, 


Taliban insurgents would at¬ 
tack schoolgirls by spraying 
their faces with acid. 

Spokesperson Latifiillah 
Mashal said the intelligence 
service discovered a conspir¬ 


acy by militants to try to scare 
families from sending their 
children to school. 

“They want to create ter¬ 
ror and fear among students,” 
said Mashal. the associated press

Airline hits out. Doomed 
plane was checked, this 
was no "suicide mission’ 



A Nigerian airline whose air¬ 
plane crashed defended itself 
Wednesday against growing 
public criticism. 

Dana Air said its chief en¬ 
gineer died on the flight — 
which killed 153 on board 
and more on the ground. 

The chief engineer “cer¬ 
tainly would not have al¬ 
lowed that aircraft to take 
off” if there was a problem, 
said executive Francis Og- 
boro. “No airline crew would 
go on a suicide mission.” 

The plane underwent 
strenuous checks like the 
others the carrier owns and 
that he routinely flies, Og- 
boro added. 

The MD-83 crashed in 
Iju-Ishaga, a neighbourhood 
about nine kilometres from 


Murtala Muhammed Inter¬ 
national Airport in Lagos. 

The flight’s captain ra¬ 
dioed Lagos as the aircraft 
approached and declared 
an emergency, saying both 
of the MD-83’s engines had 
failed, Aviation Minister Stel¬ 
la Oduah said Wednesday. 

The plane crashed min¬ 
utes later. 

Ogboro and others de¬ 
clined to speculate what 
could have made both of the 
aircraft’s Pratt and Whitney 
engines go out. 

Authorities have col¬ 
lected the doomed 
flight’s voice and data 
recorders and will send them 
to the U.S. for analysis Thurs¬ 
day, Oduah said.

Israel’s prime minister on Wed¬ 
nesday ordered construction of 
300 new homes in a West Bank 
settlement, a move aimed at 
placating settler anger over the 
planned demolition of an il¬ 
legally built outpost nearby. 

The decision infuriated the 
Palestinians, who have refused 
to conduct peace talks while 
Israel expands its settlements 
on occupied land.

The Obama administration is 
warning Syria, that UN sanc¬ 
tions may be near, as Secre¬ 
tary of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton headed Wednesday to 
Turkey to talk strategy with 
America’s allies and look for 
a way to win Russia’s support 
for a transition plan ending 
the Assad regime. 

Russia and China, how¬

The Miss USA pageant repre¬ 
sentative from Pennsylvania 
resigned her crown, claim¬ 
ing the contest is rigged, but 
according to organizers the 
beauty queen was upset over 
the decision to allow trans¬ 
gender contestants to enter. 

A posting on Miss Penn¬ 
sylvania Sheena Monnin’s Fa- 
ceboolc page claims another 
contestant learned the names 
of the top five finishers on Sun¬ 
day morning — hours before 
the show was broadcast. 

Monnin claims the other 
contestant told her the names 
of the top five she spotted on 
a planning sheet for the tele¬ 
cast — and she decided to step 
down as soon as those same 
contestants were named dur¬ 


ing the show. 

“In my heart I believe in 
honesty, fair play, a fair oppor¬ 
tunity, and high moral integ¬ 
rity, none of which in my opin¬ 
ion are part of this pageant 
system any longer,” Monnin 
wrote in one of her Facebook 
posts. 

Monnin, of Cranberry, But¬ 
ler County, did not immedi¬ 
ately respond to a Facebook 
message from The Associated 
Press. 

Donald Trump, who runs 
the Miss Universe Organiza¬ 
tion, called Monnin’s claims 
that the pageant was fixed 
“totally ridiculous” in a live 
interview Wednesday on ABC’s 
Good Morning America, and 
said the pageant organization 
plans to sue Monnin for mak¬ 
ing the “false charge.” 

Pageant organizers con¬ 
firmed Monnin resigned, but 
said it wasn’t for the reason 
she claimed. 

According to a statement 
from the Miss Universe Organ¬ 
ization, the contestant who 
Monnin claimed saw the sheet 
vehemently refuted Monnin’s 
account.

The clap. Gonorrhea 
becoming drug-resistant 


A potentially dangerous sex¬ 
ually transmitted disease that 
infects millions of people each 
year is growing resistant to 
drugs and could soon become 
untreatable, the World Health 
Organization said Wednesday. 

The United Nations’ health 
agency is urging governments 
and doctors to step up surveil¬ 
lance of antibiotic-resistant 
gonorrhea, a bacterial infection 
that can cause inflammation, 
infertility, pregnancy compli¬ 
cations and, in extreme cases, 
lead to maternal death. Babies 
bom to mothers with gonor¬ 
rhea have a 50 per cent chance 
of developing eye infections 
that can result in blindness. 

“In a couple of years it will 


have become resistant to every 
treatment option we have avail¬ 
able now,” said Dr. Manjulay 
Lusti-Narasimhan, adding the 
new guidance is aimed at end¬ 
ing complacency about gonor¬ 
rhea and encouraging research¬ 
ers to speed up their hunt for 
a new cure. Once considered a 
scourge of sailors and soldiers, 
gonorrhea — known colloqui¬ 
ally as the clap—became easily 
treatable with the discovery of 
penicillin. Now, it is again the 
second most common sexually 
transmitted infection after 
chlamydia. With 106 million 
infections annually, it also in¬ 
creases the chances of infection 
with other diseases, such as

To get this 83 rating, some of the 
building features include using R-50 
attic insulation, low-E argon windows, 
energy-efficient windows and doors, as 
well as insulation under the basement’s 
concrete floor slab. 

Skymark is also an Energy Star certi¬ 
fied builder, making it one of the first in 
the province to be certified by this mark. 
Similar to the EnerGuide rating system, 
it is simply another measure of a home’s 


energy performance. 

“All of the appliances, all of the 
mechanical systems in our homes have 
Energy Star certification,” says Collins. 

As a result of including energy- 
efficient features in the homes, Skymark 
is able to help defray some costs through 
rebates that the homebuyer will qualify 
for through the provincial government. 

“We can guarantee people substantial 
rebates from the provincial government, 
ranging from $3,000 to $7,000, depend¬ 
ing on the level of energy efficiency 
people are looking for in their homes,” 
says Collins. 

A home with an EnerGuide rating of 
83 will qualify for $3,000 in rebates. 

Other green features that Skymark 
can incorporate into a home include 
installing a domestic solar hot water 
heater, adding a drain water recovery 
system which preheats the hot water 
before it goes into one’s hot water tank, 
as well as installing solar panels on the 
roof. 

For people who aren’t quite ready to 
commit to putting solar panels on the 
roof, Skymark has a solution.

Anti this, anti that — but 
what they’re clearly for is 
laughs. 

It all starts Friday at 10 p.m. 
EDT with Comedy Bang! Bang!, 
the inconveniently punctuated 
twist on late-night talk hosted 
by Scott Aukerman, based on 
bis podcast of the same name. 

CB!B! is an absurdist blend of 
banter between Aukerman and 
his guests (first up: Zach Galifi- 
analds, with whom Aukerman 
has previously teamed on the 
hilarious Between Two Ferns 
online videos), plus sketches, 
filmed shorts (such as a hidden- 
camera “gotcha” expose called 
Tsk-Tslc Attaboy that’s dumb 
enough to fit on Dateline NBC) 
and other flights of fancy (in 
the midst of one interview, 
Aukerman excuses himself to 
go feed the meter for his car, 
parked outside in a futuristic 
world at war). 

Fluffy-coiffed Reggie Watts 
serves as the beats-generating 
one-man-band and affable side- 
kick. The show even launches 
with its own (falling-down- 
drunk) sommelier. And in a 


stark departure from talk-show 
orthodoxy, no one is plugging 
anything. 

Befitting Aukerman’s status 
as an alumnus of the brilliant 
Mr. Show, CB!B! is tightly for¬ 
matted and jammed with com¬ 
ic elements, yet loosey-goosey 
and demented. 

While many of the bits are 
carefully prepared, “any time 
I’m talking to guests — even 
when Will Forte comes out as a 
deranged airline pilot — all of 
that is improvised,” says Auker¬ 
man, speaking by phone from 
Los Angeles, where his 10-epi- 
sode series is produced. 

Improv is also the name 
of the game — literally — on 
Bunk, the companion series 
that follows at 10:30 p.m. 

“It’s a game show where 
none of the questions have 
answers, where the prizes the 
contestants are playing for are 
imaginary, and the scoring 
is random,” says emcee Kurt 
Braunohler, proudly adding, “I 
choose the winner arbitrarily.” 

Braunohler, an improv 
performer and stand-up 
comic, presides over a trio 
of contestants each week 
who, by trade, are also up- 
and-coming comedians.

Instead of an alarm clock, they 
wake to the sounds of ele¬ 
phants and tigers. They walk 
their dogs, but it’s often to go 
see the crocodiles and ech¬ 
idnas.

Robert and Bindi Irwin live 
in the centre of the 1,500-acre 
Australia Zoo near Brisbane, 
a thriving legacy to their late 
father and crocodile hunter 
Steve Irwin. 

They are also the stars of 
Growing Up Wild, one of sev¬ 
eral pet series FremantleMedia 
plans for its new YouTube chan¬ 
nel called The Pet Collective. 

Bindi, 13, says she hopes 
the show generates interest in 
conservation because “every 
time we lose an animal species, 
it’s like losing a brick from the 
house. Pretty soon, the house 
just falls over.” 

Robert, 8, wants people 
to know: “Not all animals ac¬ 
tually make good pets. Be care¬ 
ful what animals you actually 
choose and always protect ani¬ 
mals.” 

Fremantle, the company 
behind American Idol, The X 
Factor and the international 
Got Talent franchise, is already 
a huge YouTube partner, said 
Richard Vargas, senior vice- 
president of development and 
production for London-based 
Fremantle.

“There are over 3.2 billion 
views of Fremantle content on 
YouTube today,” he said. “That’s 
where our audiences are go¬ 
ing, from TV to the new media 
world, so we are moving there 
as well.” 

The pet lovers channel and 
Growing Up Wild debuted on 
May 31. Through the week, The 
Pet Collective debuted other 
new shows like The Litter, the 
stoiy of a litter of kittens nar¬ 
rated by Khloe Kardashian; The 
Unadoptables, looking at hard- 
to-adopt pets; and Master & Pet, 
a scripted comedy-drama about 
a woman and her cat who 
seems to be masterminding her 
dating life. 

A new five-minute episode 
of each series will air weekly. 
There will be about 10 episodes 
in each series and they will re¬ 
main in rotation for a year. 

YouTube, owned by Goo¬ 
gle Inc., launched its original 
100-channel initiative in 2011. 
Pets and their popularity 
seemed a perfect match for Fre¬ 
mantle and its production abil¬ 
ities, Vargas said. Some series 
will feature audience-produced 
video, but Growiang Up Wild 
features TV-style production. 
“They are such an engaging 
duo. It’s the Irwins naturally 


telling the camera and the audi¬ 
ence their anecdotes about 
these animals. It’s not like they 
are reading scripts or anything. 
They are really passionate 
about the subject,” Vargas said. 

After their episode on the 
red panda, “I wanted a red 
panda for myself,” he said. 

The kids talk a lot about Ir¬ 
win, who died in 2006 when he 
was hit in the chest by a sting¬ 
ray’s barb while snorlceling on 
the Great Barrier Reef. They are 
proud of him and his accom¬ 
plishments. 

Both lads want to cany on 
his work, especially species 
preservation. Bindi is the teach¬ 
er, Robert the paleontologist. 

“My dad always said this and 
I thought it was veiy profound. 
He said, ‘I always understand 
crocodiles because they will al¬ 
ways try and kill you no matter 
what. You know what they’re 
going to do because they are al¬ 
ways going to try and kill you,” 
Bindi said. 

People might be trying to 
kill you too, she said, but “they 


will try to be your friend first. 
You can always count on ani¬ 
mals to do the same thing and 
have the same personality and 
you can trust that. It’s a trait 
that some people don’t seem 
to have.” 

Of all the animals at the zoo, 
Robert likes the crocodiles the 
best. There are more than 100 
at the zoo, both salt and fresh 
water. 

“They are almost like mod¬ 
ern-day dinosaurs,” he said, and 
while he likes them all, his fa¬ 
vourite is a 16-foot-long beast 
named Acco. 

Bindi, named after one of 
her father’s favourite croco¬ 
diles, said she loves them and 
the snakes, but her favour¬ 
ites are the echidnas, animals 
that use their long noses and 
tongues to eat ants and ter¬ 
mites. In what the zoo calls the 
echidna experience, visitors 
can put food on their toes and 
the animals will eat it. “It tickles 
and they laugh and it makes 
the best photos,” Bindi said.

Sometimes, an indie band rid¬ 
ing a maelstrom of hype from 
a rough-hewn debut will get a 
little carried away on a sopho¬ 
more record — producers are 
hired, edges are polished, bloat 
is tolerated. Not so for Japan¬ 
droids. 

Following breakthrough 
noise-pop pounder Post-Noth¬ 
ing, the band changed virtually 
nothing. Celebration Rock—in 
stores now—features the same 
two people recording in the 
same Vancouver studio with 
the same engineer wrapping 
the same number of songs in 
the same comfortable coat of 
fuzz. 

And it sure is fitting for a 
group that has made its name 
on anthems of arrested ado¬ 


lescence to greet musical ma¬ 
turity with stubborn defiance. 
But frontman Brian King says 
the band had simply grown so 
much in the past three years 
since releasing its debut, it 
didn’t need to change anything 
else. 

Most important of all? The 
man who describes the band’s 
breakout debut as “sort of an 
accident” says he finally be¬ 


came confident in what the 
duo was doing. 

“When we were first start¬ 
ing ... we literally had no idea 
what we were doing. Arguably, 
we still don’t,” King said in a re¬ 
cent telephone interview from 
Vancouver. 

“(But) we were confident 
that we had gotten so much 
better at not only writing songs, 
but also just playing our instru¬ 


ments ... and that coupled with 
the fact that Jesse (Gander) is a 
light-years-better recording en¬ 
gineer now than he was three 
years ago, we just knew we 
didn’t need to change the for¬ 
mula to make a better record.” 

And, it would seem, they 
were right. Early reviews have 
been every bit as breathless 
as the last-night-on-earth exi¬ 
gency featured on the album, 
with taste-making Chicago zine 
Pitchfork lavishing the “awe¬ 
inspiring” record with its rare 
“best new music” distinction 
and Rolling Stone calling the 
disc “one of the year’s most 
thrilling rock records.” 

So yes, it’ll all be famil¬ 
iar to fans of the duo’s su¬ 
perlative debut. Guitars are 
strummed furiously, King hol¬ 
lers as if he can’t physically 
contain the words any longer 
and somehow the band ar¬ 
rives at pop bliss more often 
than not, particularly on the 
wistful Younger Us and down¬ 
right belligerent The House 
That Heaven Built.

When David Cronenberg 
wrote the Cosmopolis script 
he transcribed much of the 
dialogue directly from Don De- 
Lillo’s densely written novel. 
Those pages of complicated, 
lyrical conversation attracted 
the film’s star, Robert Pattin¬ 
son. 

“I liked the poetiy of this 
script when I first read it,” he 
said. “My only idea was that it 
was really different to anything 
I had ever done and I thought I 
couldn’t do it. That stuck to me 
afterwards and I thought that 
should be the way to choose 


projects, or which projects to 
go after — the ones you don’t 
understand, or the ones you 
are scared of. That generally 
means you’ll end up being bet¬ 
ter afterwards.” 

The script was so finely 
tuned that barely a word was 
changed during the shoot. The 
26-year-old Twilight star says 
he is used to script changes on 
other movies, but a modifica¬ 
tion to a line about a gun on 
the Cosmopolis set jarred his 
pacing. 

“I remember the line was 
about the attachment above 
the trigger guard,” he says. 
“But there was no attachment 
above the trigger guard (on 
the prop gun). I was so used 
to the rhythms of everything 
and suddenly it changed the 
rhythm of the entire scene. 
We were doing page-and-a-half 
long sequences and it was so 
in my head that to suddenly 
change it on the day threw 
me.” 

He’s been winning praise 
for his strange, otherworldly 
performance as billionaire 
money manager Eric Packer, 


but don’t suggest he delved 
deep into his own psyche to 
create the man we see on 
screen. 

He says the perception is 
that actors have “to be psycho¬ 
analysts,” but that’s just from 
the ’50s. Before that actors 


only thought about their 
face, and their voice and their 
movement. 

“I think that’s one of the 
things I have come away from 
this movie with, in terms of 
acting in general. You don’t 
need to analyze things that 


You don’t need to 
understand it.” 

It’s a complicated film, 
bursting with ideas and one 
veiy much open to interpreta¬ 
tion and debate, but Pattin¬ 
son would prefer to leave the 
psychological heavy lifting to 


the audience. “I’m not a post 
modernist scholar,” he says. 
Instead he remembers what 
drew him to the project in the 
first place — the dialogue. 

“I like saying it,” he says.

QMJHL. Defenceman 
Shewfelt, forward 
prospect Sills head to 
Sherbrooke

The Sherbrooke Phoenix 
went for the Halifax Moose¬ 
heads’ young depth in the 
QMJHL expansion draft but 
left the veteran core of their 
team intact. 

Sherbrooke began laying 
the foundation for its first 
season in the QMJHL by se¬ 
lecting 28 players from 17 
existing teams on Wednesday 
morning in Quebec City, in¬ 
cluding defenceman Mitchell 
Shewfelt and forward pros¬ 
pect Alexandre Sills from the 
Mooseheads. 

Several more seasoned 
veterans were believed to 
be available, although the 
Mooseheads’ 16-man protect¬ 
ed list wasn’t made public. 

“It’s tricky business when 
you’re trying to build and 
compete and then there’s an 
expansion draft,” said Moose¬ 
heads general manager Cam 
Russell. “Moving forward, it’s 
good to see the core of the 
team is still intact so that’s a 
positive for us.” 

Although Sills has never 
played a game for the Moose¬ 
heads, Shewfelt, a Halifax 
native who is entering his 
18-year-old season, was com¬ 
ing off a solid rookie cam¬ 
paign that saw him record 
two goals, five assists and a 
plus-8 rating in 56 games. 

But with at least six de¬ 
fencemen ahead of him on 
the depth chart in Halifax, a 
move to Sherbrooke provides 


the former Dartmouth Sub¬ 
ways standout an opportun¬ 
ity to earn significantly more 
ice time with three years of 
QMJHL eligibility remaining. 

“It’s hard to see him go, 
being a local guy, a guy who 
competed for us every oppor¬ 
tunity he got, but at the same 
time, hockey’s a business 
and it’s a great opportunity 
for him,” Russell said. “It’s all 
about playing, and he’ll have 
a better opportunity to play 
in Sherbrooke than he would 
have in Halifax.” 

Sills, who is entering his 
17-year-old season, was a 
fifth-round pick (79th over¬ 
all) of the Mooseheads in 
2011 and had 16 goals and 
15 assists for 31 points in 41 
games with Amos of the Que¬ 
bec midget AAA league. 

Russell liked what he 
saw from the six-foot-two 
177-pounder at training 
camp in August before Sills 
left to retain his NCAA eligi¬ 
bility. 

“At the end of the day, 
we just didn’t have enough 
spots to protect him,” Russell 
said. “Alex has a great career 
ahead of him. He’s a (former 
Mooseheads forward Francis) 
Turbide type of player. He’s a 
really smart player, good de¬ 
fensively.” 

Also picked were former 
first-round pick Brent Turn- 
bull of Stellarton from the 
Bathurst Titan and P.E.I.
